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made upon the garnishee, if such defendant can be
found in his county; and if such defendant eannot be
fonnd within such county, but shall to the knowledge
of such officer have an agent or attorney residing
therein, then such copy of aflidavit and notice may be
served upon such agent or attorney.

This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
